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Redeemer athletics: the Royal year in review

his past academic year was very excit 

ing for Redeemer College athletics. We 
welcomed many new faces to our varsity 
teams this year. 

The soccer teams were the first to pet 
started, a mere two weeks into the school 
year, giving the teams little time to jell.

College market survey takes flight 


n November 26, 1996, the Redeemer 

College Board of Governors launched 
a strategic planning process to assist the 
college in preparing it for the challenges 
and opportunities that lie ahead. This 
process will be headed by a Strategic Plan- 
ning Committee, led by President Justin 
Cooper, and will take place over one year- 
-from January 1997 to January 1998. 

There are several key reasons why this 
stategic planning process must be under- 
taken. As an institution, Redeemer Col- 
lege has been richly blessed by the Lord 
in its short history. At the same time we 


know that its task of equipping students: 


"for the lives of leadership and service un- 
der the Lordship of Jesus Christ is con- 
stantly evolving. The external environ- 

_ ment in which Redeemer College operates 

is on the threshold of significant change. 

In addition to this, Redeemer's existing 

five-year plan is outdated and new, clear 
goals and objectives must be set out for 
the college. 

The project will include exhaustive in- 


ternal and external assessment exercises, 


developing profiles both of what the col- 
lege employees and students think about 


Redeemer and of what the supporting 


community, alumni and prnepecaue stu- 


dents think of the college. The internal 
assessment includes a review of the col- 
lege's resources, organizational structure, 
and effectiveness of its services. The ex- 
ternal assessment will focus on the col- 
lege’s various ‘stakeholders,’ and will in- 
corporate an analysis of market conditions 
and the political, social, and economic 
environment in which the college func- 
tions. Both assessment phases will uti- 
lize survey instruments, questionnaires, 
and personal or focus group interviews. 
will be 12 to 15 months. The project be- 
gan with the identification of the Strate- 
gic Planning Committee in November of 
1996 and then moved into its internal as- 
sessment phase in February of 1997. The 
external assessment phase initiated in 
May of this year. The project will end with 
ae approval of the plan at the beginning 
1998.

The intersection of teaching and pastoring

H: is not a schedule that would 
suit the faint-hearted: dealing 
with a student suicide in the morn- 
ing, followed by a going-away cel- 
ebration for another student in the 
afternoon; leading worship, setting 
up lectures, building relationships 
and counselling students are just a 
few of the tasks handled by a uni- 
versity chaplain. Peter Schuurman 
(x92) has undertaken the challenge 
of meeting these roles at Brock Uni- 
versity in St. Catharines. 

Peter began his education at 
Redeemer and completed his Mas- 
ters of Sociology at Queen's Univer- 
sity (Kingston). He continued to 
take part-time theology courses 
and struggled in his pursuit of a 
satisfying job. When the chap- 
laincy position at Brock became 
available, Peter was interested as it com- 
bined the two positions that have always 
intrigued him; that of professor and min- 
ister. 

Sponsored by Christian Reformed 
churches in the area, Peter has been asked 
to foster a community of Christians on cam- 
pus. In this community, students are able 
to challenge each other, participate in wor- 
ship and study groups, and comfort each 
other in times of need. This particular ex- 
pression of comfort was required recently

when a student committed suicide. Mem- 
bers of the Christian community at the 
university could draw support from one 
another through this difficult time. 

In probing Peter's memories of Re- 
deemer, he commented on the university 
as “a safe place to doubt, test and grow; a 
solid base for the rest of [life's] journey.” 
Peter also appreciated the network of 
friends and faculty he built on and still re- 
lies on today. While some critique Re- 
deemer for its size, Peter feels it is its great- 


est asset. A liberal arts educa- 
tion has also provided him with 
an understanding of the many 
academic disciplines from which 
the students at Brock now ap- 
proach him. Peter is able to un- 
derstand where students are 
coming from, and he can chal- 
lenge them in their Christian 
thinking of these studies. 

When asked what challenges 
the job of chaplaincy presents, 
Peter responded with three ar- 
eas. “To present the Christian 
faith as a trust-worthy alterna- 
tive to the many other voices that 
vie for students’ hearts.

Common Questions about Wills & Estate Planning

“he last issue of Reflections (Spring, ‘97) 
provided an introduction to the new 
planned giving service Redeemer offers 
and pointed to the will as one of the basic 
building blocks of estate planning. As we 
saw in that discussion, a properly prepared 
will is a stewardly response to the ques- 
tion of establishing your priorities, address- 
ing the needs of your family and dealing 
with the financial resources with which you 
have been blessed. 

This issue begins to deal with a 
number of important questions that are 
asked frequently by people who are con- 
sidering their financial responsibilities. 
While our treatment of these questions is 
by no means the final word, | hope that this 
brief discussion will be helpful in guiding 
your understanding of how the planning 
process works and the role of a current will 
for your personal situation.

1) What is a will?

ing a well thought out will offers a number 
of advantages, including financial security 
for your family, support for causes or or- 
ganizations that are important to you, mini- 
mization of taxes due upon death and 
avoidance of higher administration costs 
normally associated with cases where a 
will was not prepared. 


2) What happens if you die without a will? 

The potential for financial hardship for 
your family is increased in the absence of 
a will. If you own a business or have a fa- 
vourite charity, the lack of a will can pre- 
vent your real wishes from being carried 
out. If you have children who are minors 
failure to have a will means you will not 
be able to give instructions as to your 
choice of a guardian. Without a will the 
provirtce you reside in assumes a major role 
in deciding how your estate will be distrib- 
uted. The executor of your estate may be 
specified in your will; the absence of a will 
removes your ability to choose who fills 
this important role. Remember that your 
attorney is the best choice to write your

will, He or she will provide the necessary 
expertise to insure that your wishes are 
properly reflected in the appropriate legal 
language. 


3) Does a single person need a will? 

Ironically a single person--unmarried 
or widowed--without children, may have 
a greater need for a will than does a mar- 
ried person. Why? Because under pro- 
vincial law a deceased person without a 
will is automatically treated in a prescribed 
manner -- in effect beneficiaries are chosen 
for that individual. Since those choices 
may not reflect the individual's actual pref- 
erences it is desirable that the single per- 
son safeguard his or her estate with a will 
that reflects personal wishes. 


4) Can I leave my assets to anyone I choose? 

Yes, you may leave your assets to 
whomever you wish. You should know 
however that there may be provisions in 
law to protect dependents if they are not 
adequately provided for in the deceased 
person's estate. Also, certain property 
rights are granted to surviving spouses. 
Once again, your attorney should point out 
any such restrictions when helping you 
with your estate planning. 


Next time I will touch on questions 
such as: “Which assets can pass outside of 
my will?", “Can [ leave my estate to my 
spouse?” and “What about step-children 
or adopted children with respect to my 
will?”

Research on C.S. 


Faculty research and scholarship are key 
ingredients to successful faculty teaching. 
In addition to a busy baiMlAg: schedule, 
Redeemer faculty members work hard out- 
side of the classroom, both during and af- 
ter the academic year. But it is the sum- 
mer session in particular that allows them 
to stay abreast of developments in their 
discipline, permits an uninterrupted sched- 
ule for writing and reading and provides 
the opportunity to attend conferences 
where they can interact with other schol- 
ars, This vignette sketches the impact of 
one faculty member's research on his teach- 
ing and community service. 


Addisan’s Walk, beside Magdalen College, 
Oxford. It was while walking here late one 
evening, deep in conversation with two 
Christian friends that unbelieving C.S. Lewis 
saw the claims of Jesus Christ in a completely 
new and life-changing way. 


The writings of C.S. Lewis are an impor- 
tant research and teaching area for Dr. 
Douglas Loney, associate professor of Eng- 
lish at Redeemer. Loney cites Lewis as 
having a profound influence on his life 
and Lewis’ writings have been the focus 
of Loney’s doctoral work, the object of 
several scholarly articles and an honours 
course he has taught at the college. 

In May of 1995, Dr, Loney travelled 
to England, Wales and Ireland with the 
help of a Faculty Research grant from the 
college, tracing the steps of CS. Lewis 
and photographing many of the impor- 
tant buildings and other landmarks as- 
sociated with his life and work. The in- 
formation and photographs assembled 
have been presented many times and in 
many places since that visit, to a group

ences, as well as to senior English litera- 
ture classes. 

Dr. Loney feels that this research op- 
portunity yielded many positive results, 
professionally and personally, from which 
his students and the broader Christian 
community have benefited. He stresses that 
opportunities such as this go hand in hand 
with good teaching because they enrich the 
material a professor can offer his or her 
class. 

The nature of the research will vary 
from one academic discipline to another; a 
physicist will be involved in research much 
different from that of an English professor. 
But the concept of ongoing learning and 
personal growth is valid regardless of the 
discipline. For the Christian professor who 
seeks to integrate faith with learning, good 
research opportunities are crucial to achiev- 
ing that end with clarity and integrity.
